W bmed value of the products of the farms, 
forests, mines, fisheries and trapping in Canada are 
relatively incomplete prior to 1920, such figures as 
•r* available suggest that previous to that year, even 
k the days of maximum activity in the Yukon, the 
value of ainarel production m Canada did not 
exceed 10 per cent of total primary production. 
Where total primary production in 1920 had a value 
of (2.277,661,000. mining production amounted to 
(213.042,000, and for 1921 the two figures were 
$1,636,421,000 and (162.927.000 respectively. 
In 1923 and 1924 minerals began to constitute a 
larger proportion of the total, the value in those 

ye»rs being (214:079.000 and (209.583.000 ,t- 

spectively. whereas total primary production in 
Canada k each of those yesrs was less than 
(1.800.000.000. 

After 1932. however, the recovery in value of 
mineral production was more rapid than that in any 
ether mdustry; by 1935 the total value again ex¬ 
ceeded (300,000.000 and came within 1 per cent of 
the peak of (310.000.000 attained is 1929.

This produces a partial vacuum In 
the water tanks. In this vacuum 
water run into the tanks at room 
temperature cools because of low 
pressure. The vacuum created by the 
steam draught le so good the water 
bolls at forty-five degrees P.
